These tragic events induced the 
Allied High Command to decide upon 
a three-stepped retreat. The Belgian 
army fell back slowly towards Ghent 
and Terneuzen, fighting with success 
on the rivers Nethe and Rupel,on the 
Willebroeck Canal, on the Scheldt, 
and on the River Dendre, drawn 
westwards by the necessity of keep- 
ing in touch with the. Allied forces in 
the South.: nae 

For three days, from the 18th. to 
the 20th, of May, our divisions, firm~- 
ly entrenched on the River Scheldt, 
resisted nil attacks, whilst, on the 
River Olse, the enemy succecded in 
separating the Allicd armies into two 
groups. On the 21st Amiens and 
Abbeyille were reached by the Ger- 
mans, thereby creating on extremely 
grave stratertcnl situation.

_On May 21, at a conference of the 
Army Commands held at Ypres, 
General Weygand, newly invested

This Year. 


Malnatrition Toll 


There has been an olarming in- 
crease this year In the number of 


‘Idenths from’ Tuberculosis and other 


disenses such og Beri-Beri and 
Pellagra, in which malnutrition plays 
an important role, according to figures 
released by the Medical. Department 
yesterday. _ 

Statistics for the first three quarters 
of this year show 4,000 deaths from 
Tuberculosis, 4,664 from Beri-berl 
and 282 from Pellagra, compared with 
4,443, 3,180 and nil respectively for 
the whole of 1939.’. 

Pellagra made {ts appearance dur- 
ing the June quarter, when 68 deaths 
were reported, and the number of 
fatal cases incrensed to 214, during 
the September ‘quarter. , - 

In an-effort to cope with the. in- 
crease ‘of deaths from malnutrition 
alseases, the Hongkong Antl-Tuber- 
culosis Association has {ssucd an 
appeal for wider membership so that 
it can extend its activities, and every 
member of the community is asl 
to assist in the fight against Tuber- 
culosis. ’

This is one of the most important 
aspects of R.A.F.-Army co-operation 
arising from tho creation of the new 
RAE. Command under Air Marshal 
Sir Arthur Barratt, states, “Reuter’ 3" 
Air Correspondent. 

It has been agreed that the chict 
striking weapon in close support of 
the troops will be a bomber , which 
represents on improvement on the 
German ‘Junkers 87 dive-bomber. 

Gencral Sir Archibald Waveli in 
Egypt and Air Commodore — Dalblac, 
Commanding British forees in 
Greece, are being’ fully advised of 
developments in the technique’ of the 
bomber and other acrlal co-operation 
with the Army.

In the words of 
an offieccr in close touch with the 
subject, “the strategy of the new 
orginisation will not be the strategy 
of lind warfare or the strategy of air 
warfare, but the strategy of victory.”
